CARTRIDGE WITH 42,000 
PATIENT NAMES IS LOST 

AMBULANCE SERVICE CONFIDENT DATA FORMAT IS NOW OBSOLETE 


A data cartridge containing 
copies of the records of al¬ 
most 42,000 ambulance crew 
call-outs, including thousands 
from Northamptonshire, 
has been been lost by East 
Midlands Ambulance Service 
(EMAS), it has revealed. 

The huge data breach was dis¬ 
covered last week at the NHS 
trust’s headquarters in Not¬ 
tingham. 

Patient records are made 
by ambulance crews by hand 
then scanned and placed on 
a computer system. The data 
is then dowloaded from the 
computer mainframe on to a 
cartridge and stored in a safe. 

It is believed the missing 
cartridge, spanning Septem¬ 
ber 2012 to Novbember 2012, 
was lost some time between 
the data being downloaded 
and put in the safe, which is 
likely to have been at the end 
of 2013. 

The case was present, but 


the cartridge itself is unac¬ 
counted for. 

Sue Noyes, EMAS chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said: “We take our re¬ 
sponsibility for the security 
and confidentiality of the in¬ 
formation we record and store 
very seriously, and express 
sincere apologies for a patient 
data loss incident, which we 
have reported to the Informa¬ 
tion Commissioner. 

“A data cartridge contain¬ 
ing just under 42,000 elec¬ 
tronic copies of scanned 
handwritten Patient Report 
Forms has gone missing from 
our Beechdale divisional 
headquarters in Nottingham. 

“The cartridge is small and 
there is a possibility that it is 
still on our premises; we are 
conducting a thorough search 
of the building.” 

Mrs Noyes said she was 
certain the data could only be 
read via the specific hardware 
EMAS has at its premises, 
which is no longer in produc¬ 
tion and “obsolete”. 


She said it was therefore 
unlikely that the information 
could be viewed by anyone 
outside of the NHS trust. 

But Northampton South 
MP Brian Binley, who was 
a victim of identity fraud in 
2006, remained concerned 
by the data loss. 

He warned: “It could be 
passed on to those people who 
wish to take advantage of peo¬ 
ple who have suffered illness 
or accident. 

“We have to be careful that 
through this the ambulance 
service does not become an 
agent for those more unscru¬ 
pulous than the majority.” 

People who received an 
ambulance response during 
September 2012 to Novem¬ 
ber 2012, and who had their 
details recorded in handwrit¬ 
ing on a paper Patient Report 
Form, can speak to EMAS via 
telephone 0115 884 5055 (8am 
to 8pm) if they have any seri¬ 
ous concerns about the data 
loss.

Two special constables and 
two members of Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police staff, includ¬ 
ing one that tested positive 
for class A drugs, have re¬ 
signed this year, latest figures 
showed. 

From April to June this year, 
the Professional Standards 
Department (PSD) at North¬ 
amptonshire Police recorded 
a total of 115 public complaints 
and nine new internal miscon¬ 
duct cases. 

During that period, the 
department formally investi¬ 
gated and finalised a total of 
10 allegations of misconduct 
by six police officers and four 
members of police staff. 

In one case, a police staff 
member was dismissed with¬ 
out notice after they were 
found to have provided false, 
misleading or inaccurate in¬ 
formation to supervisors. 

INTELLIGENCE 

A police officer who mis¬ 
used the force intelligence sys¬ 
tem on a number of occasions 
for a non-policing purpose 
and personal gain has been 
given a final written warning.

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£3.3 million repair 
work for potholes

The county council is planning 
to use a £3.3 million Govern¬ 
ment grant to fix potholes in 
dozens of roads in Northamp¬ 
ton in the next six months. 

A timetable of work released 
by the local authority last 
week stated that potholes 
will be fixed in the Westone 
and Spencer areas of North¬ 
ampton in September. 

Repair work will then 
take place in the Boothville 
and Wootton areas of town in 
December, before workman 
move on to Kingsthorpe in 
February 2015. 

The improvement works 
will be a combination of resur¬ 
facing and patching on both 
pavements and carriageways. 

Conservative MP for 
Northampton North Michael 
Ellis, who has led a high-pro¬ 
file campaign to get more 
money to fix potholes in the 
county, said the announce¬ 
ment of the road repairs was 
“brilliant news”. 

He said: “Every one of the 
holes in the streets being re¬ 


paired in this tranche of road 
improvement works is down 
to the successful campaign 
that residents of Northamp¬ 
ton North supported. 

“This is a success for thou¬ 
sands of residents in North¬ 
ampton who live in the streets 
where work is being carried 
out.” 

Councillor Michael Clarke, 
county council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for transport, highways 
and environment, said: “We’re 
absolutely delighted that this 
money has been made avail¬ 
able to us and emphasises 
that our proactive approach 


to highways repairs is nation¬ 
ally recognised. 

“This award has allowed us 
to bring forward a programme 
of area-wide improvement 
works, focussed within resi¬ 
dential areas that wouldn’t 
have been otherwise possible 
this year.” 

The county council will be 
contacting people in the ar¬ 
eas where the work will take 
place in the days prior to it 
starting. 

In order to do the work as 
quickly as possible, people will 
be asked to move their vehi¬ 
cles off roads.

Roadworks blamed 
for cafe closing down 


The owner of a cafe in North¬ 
ampton has blamed the dis¬ 
ruption of the ongoing work in 
Abington Street for a drop in 
trade that has resulted in her 
deciding to close the business. 
Kylie Crane, who owns Roo¬ 
barb & Custard Ceramics Ca¬ 
fe, in Wellington Street, said 
takings had fallen by 50 per 
cent since the works began. 

Roobarb & Kustard opened 
in 2008 and offers people the 
opportunity to design their 
own ceramic creations, while 
enjoying drinks and food from 
the in-store cafe. 

Miss Crane said: “It can only 
be because of the roadworks. 
My takings have halved since 
they started in June, with peo¬ 
ple cancelling bookings and 
commenting on the noise and 
dust. I am disgusted at how the 
council has taken no responsi¬ 
bility. These are people’s liveli¬ 
hoods they are damaging. We 


were originally told the Ab¬ 
ington Street works wouldn’t 
stretch up Wellington Street, 
so I was quite shocked when 
they started on June 23. Then 
I was told they would only be 
here for three weeks and that 
was two months ago.” 

Miss Crane, a mother of 
two, said access to the shop 
was so badly affected recent¬ 
ly, it could only be entered 
through the premises next 
door: “I almost cried when I 
couldn’t access my own shop 
with my stock and had to get 
a builder to open a barrier for 
me. 

“My volunteers and I have 
poured blood, sweat and tears 
into this place. We fought to 
survive the recession but this 
has finished me off.”w 

Miss Krane said Roobarb & 
Kustard will close on Saturday, 
September 13. A spokesman 
for the council said the au¬ 
thority had been working with 


Miss Crane to support the cafe 
during the roadworks. 

He said: “We have put up 
signs and notices to promote 
the businesses in Wellington 
Street, provided free parking 
and assisted Roobarb & Kus¬ 
tard in applying for a reduc¬ 
tion in business rates for the 
duration of the works. 

“In a few weeks the re¬ 
opening of Abington Street 
will revitalise the area as we 
bring more shoppers and visi¬ 
tors into that part of our town 
centre. 

“There will be new oppor¬ 
tunities for businesses and 
more potential customers as 
footfall increases. ” 

Miss Crane, who lives in 
Piddington, said she plans to 
try to keep the business going 
by setting up mobile shops at 
nurseries and organisations, 
and visiting customers’ hous¬ 
es to do baby clay casts and 
prints sessions.

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New development plans for arson site

New plans to redevelop the 
site of a former 19th century 
building in Northampton, that 
had to be demolished after it 
was severely damaged in an 
arson attack, have been sub¬ 
mitted to the borough council. 
The Wardington Court site, in 
Welford Road, Kingsthorpe, 
was targeted by arsonists in 
January and was demolished 
by developers MaCarthy & 
Stone a month later. 

A spokesman for McCa¬ 
rthy & Stone said the compa¬ 
ny had revised its plans for the 
site as a result of the arson at¬ 
tack and had now submitted a 
newproposalto Northampton 
Borough Council to redevelop 
the site into 56 assisted living 
apartments for pensioners. 
The plans also include com¬ 
munal facilities for residents, 
car parking and landscaped 
gardens. 

McCarthy & Stone is also 
planning to replicate two of 
Wardington Court’s original 
facades in the new building. 

The apartments will be spe¬ 
cifically designed around the 
needs of older residents, offer¬ 
ing on-site care and support 
and promoting independent, 


active and healthy lifestyles. 

Darren Humphreys, re¬ 
gional managing director 
at McCarthy & Stone (Mid¬ 
lands) said: “We were very 
disappointed not to be able 
to proceed with our original 
plans for this site, which had 
received local support. 

“Our new plans have been 
very carefully considered and 
our revised design seeks to 
replicate two of Wardington 
Court’s original facades which 
unfortunately had to be de¬ 
molished due to fire damage. 

“There is a considerable 
local need for this type of spe¬ 
cialist Extra Care accommo¬ 
dation for older people. Our 
proposal will breathe new life 
into this site”. 

The new developments 
would be staffed 24 hours a 
day, employing an average of 17 
workers, including a qualified 
estates manager, care work¬ 
ers, caterers, cleaners and gar¬ 
dening staff.

Demolition of bus 


Firm has experience of 
‘complex demolitions’ 


The demolition of the Greyfri- 
ars bus station site has been 
delayed by up to six months 
after “more asbestos than 
anticipated’ was found in the 
building, the leader of North¬ 
ampton Borough Council said. 
The borough council an¬ 
nounced in March that it was 
hoping to complete the demo¬ 
lition of the former bus station 
by the end of 2014. 

However, Councillor David 
Mackintosh said the site will 
now not be cleared until sum¬ 
mer 2015 after unexpected “is¬ 
sues” were encountered with 
the structure of the building. 

Councillor Mackintosh 
said DSM Ltd, a specialist in 
town centre demolitions, had 
now been appointed to take 
forward the “second phase” 
of the demolition work after 
Kier completed the internal 
stripping of the building. 

DSM Ltd will be reviewing 
and considering “all demoli¬ 
tion options” for the building 
during the next 12 weeks. 

Councillor Mackintosh 
said: “It has always been very 
difficult to estimate how long 
the demolition would take. A 
number of issues have been

Extra space is Peugeot positive 


Peugeot has been very thor¬ 
ough in adapting its current 
European Car of the Year for 
the role of load-lugging estate. 

It means the new 308 SW can 
stand its corner against the 
likes of a VW Golf, SEAT Leon 
or Ford Focus as family holdall 
with more practicality than a 
hatchback. 

It has front and rear wheels 
further apart than on the 
hatchback, with a little of the 
extra room devoted to rear- 
seat passengers, but most of 


the extra space released for 
luggage. Ramping up the prac- 
ticality quotient, the split/ 
folding rear seats flop forward 
at the pull of a couple of levers 
in the boot sides to give a floor 
so near-perfectly flat you’ll 
never notice the tiny incline, 
unlike the ski slope of some 
other estates and SUVs.

Salesi says Saints are aiming to improve on last season

Salesi Ma’afu admits he is 
delighted with how his first 
year at Saints panned out - but 
wants even more success this 
season.
